Recorded History.

If by m of its great bulk 
and weight, the mass has settled into 
the sands of the desert, it might be dif- 
ficult to calculate its exact size.

The ancient Mexicans, like the Per- 
sians, were fire worshipers, and the 
sun was their god supreme. Connected 
with the unwritten history of the pyra- 
mids of Teotihuacan (City of the Gods) 
is the story of the creation of the moon. 
There was a demigod in Mexican 
mythology, a handsome fellow, but 
proud and willful. After the creation 
by Teo, the Mexican Jupiter of the 
sun, there followed many years dur- 
ing which the sunlight biessed the 
earth; at the lapse of fifty years oc- 
curred the jubilee. The race did not 
know whether the sun would rise on 


the following morni At least, with 
the cunnin stic of the priest - 
hood the idea had ined foothold 


among the Mexicans that the sun had 
died and would not arise the next day. 
It was the most awful night in the his- 
tory of that race, a night of terror. 
Through the crafty priests, the gods 
announced that a uman sacrifice 
might placate the wrath of the gods. 
The sun was to be lifted to the edge 
of the horizon and held in suspense. 
Any Mexican knight brave enough to 
leap into the big ball of Are, would 
bring life to the sun. This haughty 
knight volunteered to save the people 
from endless night. In his armor of 
quilted cotton, his tossing penache or 
helmet of green plumage, armed with 
his javelin edged with asabache, he ap- 
peared on the fateful morning. At the 
last moment, when the nation was 
watching him, his heart failed him. The 
pride that goeth before a fall preceded 
him. The nation was on its knees, 
waiting for its savior to leap into the 
quiescent sun. But the night wavered 
and weakened; he became like a wom- 
an in very dread. At this moment, 
when the “oe of. the race seemed to 
be mocked, Mexican, clad 
humbly like a shepherd lad, broke the 
ranks and ran — the waiting group 
of priests, who were pleading with the 
knight. Uttering no word of boastful 
promise, the youth leaped from the 
pyramid into the sun. Instantly he 
was transformed into a god, he became 
the royal sun itself, the titular deity 
of the Mexican race. To him there- 
after were offcred all human sacrifices, 
human hearts by thousands were held 
up to him, as the priests blew a cruel 
heavenward,. Overcome with cha- 
grin, the knight gathered strength and 
inspiration trom the noble action of the 
shepherd lad, and himself jumped into 
the sun, which by that time had com- 
menced to roll upward from the hort- 
zon on its endless errand. Like the 
ancient Egyptians, the Mexicans be- 
lieved the sun went round the earth; 
this Ptolemaic theory led to the ven- 
eration of that orh, which was sup- 
posed to be moodful. Instead of re- 
warding his forced valor, the sun ig- 
nored the knight when he leaped into 
its flames, and turned him into the 
moon. He was obliged ever afterward 
like the moon, to shine by reflected 
light. This is the story in the old 
legends. Therefore, the pyramid of the 
Moon is also smaller than that of the 
Sun.

FIELD QUAIL FOR CALIFORNIA, 

H. T. Payne of San Francisco, presi- 
dent of the California Game and Fish 
Protective Association, who is in 
Guadalajara now, te employ 
the next two months in that section of 
the republic. His object is to secure 
information regarding the game birds 
of Western Mexico, and secure several 
hundred Mexican quail for shipment to 
California. He says that now Celifor- 
nia is without a field quail, having only 
the blue variety, which is strictly a 
brush bird. Several attempts have 
been made to stock the California val- 
leys with quail from other sections of 
the United States, proving failures. As 
the climatic conditions in the State of 
Jalisco resemble closely those in Call- 
fornia, Mr. Payne and other members 
of the association believe the Mexican 
birds will thrive there. It is the in- 
tention to trap the birds on various 
haciendas and afterward forward them 
to California, where they will be turned 
loose in the valleys. What Mr. Payne 
learns about game birds in Western 
Mexico will be published in the Sunset 
Magazine. Meanwhile, he is on the 
spot at the right time. The hunting 
season round Lake Chapaia and other 
portions of Guadalajara territory has 
begun in earnest. Duck, sni Lng rab- 
bit are belng located in num- 
bers along the shores of that Seautiful 
lake.
